A deputation oi five, representing 
the cities of Edmonton and Strath- 
cona, waited on Premier Sifton at the 
government buildings this morning in 
regard to the grant promised by the 
late government toward the cost” of 
the traffic attachments on the C, P. 
R. high level bridge. The deputation 
was made up of Mayor Lee, Mayor 
Duggan, Ald. Gariepy and Messrs. R. 
B. Douglas and Jas. McGeorge, presi- 
dents of the boards of trade of the 
two cities. 

Cordial Reception. 

The delegation was given a most 
cordial reception by Premier Sifton, 
who informed them that the question 
of the grant of $175,000 as promised 
by the late administration had been 
discussed by the cabinet at an in- 
forma! meeting yesterday. 

“The agreement,” he said, “that was 
made by the late government with the 
people of Edmonton and Strathcona 
in regard to the high level bridge will 
be carried out by this government in 
its entirety. 

“Any assurances considered neces- 
sary by the respective cities will be 
given, and if considered of assistance 
in hastening construction a cheque 
for the first year’s amount will be is- 
sued on request of the two cities.’ 

C. P. R. is Informed. 

Mayor Lee at once wired F. W. Peters 
of the C. P. R., of the statement made 
by the prime minister and asked what 


form the assurance of the government 


should be put to insure the starting of 
the work at once. 

Speaking to the Bulletin the mayor 
expressed himself at being highly plea- 
sed with the assurances which the 
delegation had received. 

“TI think the work will be now got 
under way at once,”’ he said, ‘and 
should be carried on as fast as the 
Cc. P. R. can,” 

Mayor Duggan, of Strathcena, ex- 
pressed himself in similar terms :— 

“The C. P. R. cannot Start too 
soon,” he said, “for the people of both 
cities want the bridge as quick as they 
can get it.” 

Business-Like Interview.

When King Edward came to ‘he 
throne, his first birthday was obeer- 
ved on the real day, November 9, but 
the next year it was declared to be 
observed on May 24th, and so con 
tinued until this year. Consequently 
no proclamation was issued and under 
the Bank Act and Bills of Exchange 
Act, the birthday of the reigning sov- 
ereign becomes automatically a legal 
statutory holiday.
